N ew Y o rk , A ugust 28th.—T he M on­ 
m outh P ark meetiDg cam e to a close to-day 
in a burst of glory. 
H aggin’s grand horse 
Salvator lowered th e m ile record by three 
amd three-quarter seconds, ru n n in g the dis­ 
tance over a straight track w ith 110 pounds 
up in 1:354. 
T he fact th at the trial was to 
be m ade brought a big crowd of people, 
aDd it looked at one tim e th at they would 
be disappointed, as it was annouuced that 
M att. B yrnes would not let Salvator start 
unless M urphy could ride him . 
M urphy 
was under suspension for his action in the 
Firenzi race Tuesday, and his riding of 
Salvator w ould m ean his exoneration from 
all charges. 
M atters were settled after the 
second races, w hen the Executive Com m it­ 
tee. after deliberating on M urphy's case, 
decided to suspend h im u n til after the 
Sheepshead Bay and Brooklyn m eetings. 
It was not know n by tne public w ho would 
have the m ount in th e record-breaking 
race, until the bookm akers put up their 
odds on th e event. T hen B ereen’s nam e 
appeared, and at once there was a ru sh to 
bet. 
Tne “ bookies” m ade Salvator th e favor­ 
ite, laying 1 to 2 against him . w hile 8 to 5 
was wagered th a t he w ould not break the 
record. 
T here was a big plunge on Salva­ 
tor, aDd his price fell to 1 to 3, w hile 2 to 1 
was laid against tim e. 
Som e books laid 3 
to 5 over or under 1:39 and did a large busi­ 
ness. 
T here was a long delay after the horn 
sounded, and w hen Salvator did finally 
m ake his 
appearance, accom panied 
by 
Rosette and N am ona, the pace-m akers, a 
loud cheer w ent up. 
Slowly the trio can­ 
tered up th e straight stretch, and in a few 
m inutes only a cloud of d ust m arked their 
progress to the starting point, w here Cald­ 
well and h a lf a dozen aids were aw aiting 
them . 
Salvator and N am ona w ent nearly a fur- 
l°ng past the post, leaving R osette behind. 
N am ona w ent off in front, and was ten 
lengths past th e starting post before Salva­ 
tor reached it, going at a hot pace. W hen 
th e half-m ile post was reached Salvator 
bad distanced N am ona tw enty lengths, and 
was m aking rapid strides after Rosette, 
who had ju st been started. 
Rosette, who 
is very speedy for five furlongs, ran under 
a pull, and m ade a splendid pace-m aker for 
Salvator. 
T he people on the grand stand w ho held 
watches were amazed at the horse’s won­ 
derful speed, the quarter being traveled in 
23$ seconds, the half in 45A seconds, and 
Salvator show ed no signs of tiring. T he 
w atches show ed 1:114 at th e three-quarter 
post and a furlong further Bergen began 
riding the gallant chestnut. 
H e brought 
him to the post wire like a w hirlw ind and 
at once there fell a hush on the spectators. 
T he way in w hich tim e-keepers acted in d i­ 
cated th at the record had been broken, 
and w hen the figures 1:364 were put up 
there was w ild excitem ent am ong 
the 
spectators. 
DETAILED ACCOUNT. 


M onm outh, A ugust 28th.—Never in the 
history of the A m erican tu rf has there 
beet» seen such a tum ultuous dem onstra­ 
tion of applause as th at w hich greeted the 
m ighty Salvator to-day w hen he returned 
to the stand after ru n n in g a m ile in the 
unprecedented tim e of 1:354. 
T he track was in m agnificent order, 
spripgy and sm ooth as a billiard table. 
T he contest against tim e was the fourth on 
the day’s program m e. 
Salvator was to 
carry 110 pounds, and Dw yer B rothers’ 
jockey, Bergen, was given the m ount. 
W hen the great horse appeared he was 
greeted w ith a round of cheers, and as he 
m oved dow n the course w ith a stride as 
sm ooth and as frictionless as the flight of 
a bird he was adm ired by all. 
Salvator, from breeding and looks, is the 
highest type of a thoroughbred horse that 
ever graced an A m erican track. 
Large, 
powerful and strong, he show s not a trifle 
ot grossness, but exhibits the highest q u al­ 
ity and m ost exquisite finish. 
W hite in 
repose he is m ajestic, but in action he 
moves w ith a grandeur of action th at stam ps 
him the equine king th at he is. 
After being carefully w artued up he was 
sent to tbe starting point and the flag 
dropped to a flying start. 
T he pace was 
terrific, the first quarter being covered w ith 
the horse under gentle restraint in 24 sec­ 
onds. 
To the h a lf the lightning rate of speed 
was increased, and w ith th e racer pulling 
for his head th at point was passed in forty- 
seven seconds—a 1:34 gait. 
Bergen here began to realiza th e terrible 
pace be was setliag, and wisely held the 
horse back. 
Salvator alw ays was an ea9y horse to 
m anage, and w ith alm ost hum an instinct 
he seem ed to realize w hat was w anted, and 
he shortened his stride as if to husband 
strength for the grand burst of speed with 
w hich he thundered down the stretch.

RECIPROCITY. 


Text of the Am endm ent to the Tariff Bill 
R elating to Sugar. 
W a sh in g to n , A ugust 28th.—T he follow­ 
ing is the tex t of the reciprocity am end­ 
m ent to the tariff bill in the form of a sec­ 
tion proposed to-day by A ldrich: 
Section 2. 
T h at the exem ptions from 
duty of sugar, molasses, coffee, tea and 
hides provided for in this Act, are m ade 
w ith a view to secure the reciprocal trade 
w ith the countries producing these articles; 
and for this purpose, on and after the first 
day of July, 1891, w henever and so often 
as the President shall be satisfied th at the 
G overnm ent of any country producing and 
exporting sugar, m olasses, coffee, tea aDd 
hided, raw and uncured, or any such arti­ 
cles, imposes duties o r other exactions 
upon the agricultural or other products of 
the U nited States which, in view of the in ­ 
troduction of such sugar, molasses, coffee, 
tea and hides into th e U nited States he 
m ay deem to be 
reciprocally 
unequal 
and 
unjust, 
he 
shall 
have 
power, 
and 
it 
shall be his dufy. to suspend 
by proclam ation to th at effect the provis­ 
ions of this A ct relating to the free in tro ­ 
duction ot such BUgar, coffee, molasses, tea 
and hides, the production of such country, 
for such tim e as he shall deem just, aud in 
such case and during such suspension d u ­ 
ties shall be levied, collected and paid upo* 
sugar, molasses, coffee, tea and hides, the 
product of or exported from such country 
as follow®, nam ely : 
A ll sugar not above 
No. 13, D uicli standard, shall pay a duty on 
their polariscopic test as follows, nam ely : 
All sugar not above No. 13, D utch stand­ 
ard in color, all tank bottom s, syrups of 
cane juice or of beet juice, melada" concen- 
tratea, m elada concrete and concentrated 
molasses, testing by polariscope, not above 
75 degrees, seven-tenths of one cent per 
pound; and for every additional degree or 
fraction of a degree show n by the oolaris- 
copic test, tw o-hundredths of one cent per 
pound additional. A ll sugar above No. 13, 
Dutch standard in color, shall be classified 
by the D utch standard of color, and pay 
duty as follow s: 
All sugar above No. 13 
and not above No. 16, D utch standard of 
color, one and three-eighths cents per 
pound; all sugar above No. 16 and not 
above No. 20, D utch standard of color, one 
and five-eightbs cents per pound; all sugars 
above No. 20, D utch standard of color, two 
cents per pound. 
Molasses, testiDg about 
56°, four cents per gallon. 
Sugar drainings 
and sw eepings shall be subject to a duty 
either as molasses or sugar, as tb e case 
m ay be. according to the polariscopic test. 
On coffee three cents per pound. 
On tea 
ten rents per pound. 
H ides, raw or u n ­ 
cured, w hether dry, salted or pickled, aD- 
gora goat skins, raw w ithout wool, u n m an ­ 
ufactured, asses skins, raw or m anufactured, 
and skins except sheep skins w ith wooi 
on, due aDd one-half cents per pound. 


REAGA N INTROD UCES AN A M EN D M EN T. 


W a s h in g to n , A ugust 28:h.—Reagan to­ 
day introduced a substitute for his proposed 
am endm ent to the tariff bill proposing re­ 
ciprocal arrangem ents w ith Canada and 
Mexico for the free adm ission of m anufact­ 
ured articles and m ineral products. T he 
substitute includes agricultural products. 


SEW YORK STOCK EXCHANGE. 


The Fresent System o f Distributing Quo­ 
tations to be Changed. 


N e w Y o r k . A ugust 28th.—I t was slated 
in W all street to-day th at the Governors of 
the New Y ork Stock Exchange had decided 
to change the present system of distrib­ 
uting quotations, and th at after Septem ber 
1st im m ediate reports of transactions and 
quotations would be given only to m em ­ 
bers of the Exchange. 
T his statem ent is apparently confirm ed 
by th e fact th at stock quotation tickers 
controlled by the New York Stock E x­ 
change were "yesterday placed in the W est­ 
ern U nion building, on Broad street, w here 
heretofore no wires or instrum ents but 
tuose of the W estern U nion Com pany has 
been allow ed to be placed. 
T his departure from the past usage gives 
ground for the belief th at an arrangem ent 
has been m ade by w hich the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph, which is ow ned by the 
W estern U nion, will be allowed to distrib­ 
ute iis quotations to outsiders after they 
have been received by the m em bers o f the 
Exchange. 
W hether there will be an ad­ 
vance in rates, or now m uch preference in 
the way of tim e will be given to th e m em ­ 
bers, cannot yet be ascertained.

THE SAN FRANCISCO. 


Tbe New Cruiser the Swiftest of the 
Present F leet. 
Santa B arbara, A ugust 28th.—T he new 
cruiser San Francisco was throw n open to 
visitors soon afier the conclusion of her 
trial trip yesterday, and great crowds of 
people visited h er duriDg the afternoon and 
evening. 
D uring the last tw o evenings, w hile the 
San Francisco was lying at anchor here, 
her aearch-lights were tested under direc­ 
tion of L ieutenant A. W . G rant. 
Rays 
were throw n in every direction and every 
part of the harbor was brilliantly illu m in ­ 
ated. 
T he principal reason for w aiting here un­ 
til this m orning was to give the crew a rest 
before resum ing her trip to San Francisco. 
T be m en were obliged to w ork very bard 
during the trial ru n yesterday. 
T hey did 
all in their power to urge the cruiser for­ 
w ard at her greatest speed, and Mr. Scott 
of the U nion Iron W orks accordingly de­ 
cided to rem ain here until m orning. 
T he San Francisco got under way about 
9 o’clock and will probably arrive in San 
Francisco about 9 o’clock to-m orrow m orn­ 
ing. 
T he report of the Naval Board appointed 
to conduct the trial trip was forwarded to 
W ashington 
from 
Santa 
B arbara this 
m orning. 
T he report com m ents upon the 
trial in the m ost favorable m anner, and 
states that tbe average speed m aintained 
during the four hours’ run was 19.7 knots, 
w hich is about oue-tenth of a knot in ex­ 
cess of the recent record of the P hiladel­ 
phia. 
T he first figures, which were calcu- 
ated roughly aud im m ediately at the con­ 
clusion of the trial ru n yesterday, gave her 
an average speed of 19.51. 
B ut "the Trial 
Board held a loDg session afterw ard and 
took into consideration the fact th a t sev­ 
eral m inutes had been lost by the stoppage 
of one of th e fans, on account of water 
getting into a cham ber w hich supplies tbe 
furnaces w ith a current of air. 
A lter care­ 
ful consideration the Board calculated the 
speed at 19 7 knots, but sent th is figure 
Bubject to correction, as there are still 
som e calculations to be m ade, based on 
tidal and current observations, which it is 
expected will give th e San Francisco a 
still higher rate of speed and possibly m ake 
the average 19 75 knots. The" Board also 
states th at the m axim um rate of speed at­ 
tained by the cruiser was 20.6 knots, and 
th at this rate was m ade during the last 
ten knots of the run, and after ihe engines 
had already been under forced draft for 
over four hours. 
A better idea of this speed can be ob­ 
tained w hen it is considered th at 20 6 knots 
is equal to tw enty-three land m iles, and 
th at the cruiser traveled half th at distance 
in less than h alf an hour. 
T he horse power developed by the en­ 
tines during the run will not be definitely 
inow n for som e tim e, and corrections for 
the indicator springs will have to be made; 
but the calculations m ade so far will in ­ 
dicate th at the average horse power used in 
driving the ship 19 7 knots will not exceed 
8.300. 
E xperts claim th at this show s an 
easy m odel and th at the wave resistance, or 
w hat , m ay be 
technically term ed 
the 
frictional resistance of the ship m oving 
through w att r will be less th an the C harles­ 
ton, N aniw a Kan, B altim ore, Reiva, Re­ 
gente, O rlando and Philadelphia. 
As the San Francisco was built entirely 
on plans prepared by the Navy D epartm ent, 
it is regarded th at these lacts speak well for 
the w ork of th e departm ent.

EXILES IN RUSSIA. 


F u ll P articu lar* o f th e R ecent Tinm en 
T raged y. 


N ew Y o r k , A ugust 2 8 th —T he ll tr/J 
says that a R ussian, A lexander Kim atkow - 
ski, arrived here on M onday direct from 
St. Petersburg, and brought with him the 
first account of the Tiurnen tragedy, in 
w hich several exiles were shot down by 
the guards. 
H e had gained his news al­ 
m ost at first hand from one of th e relatives 
o f one of the victim s, Elen O gm kst. 18 
years of age. 
T he suflerings of the young 
girl and her hundred com panions on th e 
journey from E katevinburg to Tinm en 
were intense, and aroused the sym pathy o f 
the Cossack guards. 
They w alked 500 m iles on foot under the 
hot sun. 
W hen they appealed for relief 
the guards beat them w ith the stocks o f 
their guns. 
D riven to despair, th e prison­ 
ers turned on the guards w hen near T in­ 
m en, and began to tight for freedom . 
The 
result was horrifying; the guards fired 
upon tbe prisoners, and the first victim 
was th e young princess. 
H er head was 
pierced by a bullet, and she fell dead w ith­ 
out uttering a word. 
Still 
the soldiers 
kept up the tiring, and out of the sm all 
band of one hundred political prisoner» 
tw enty were shot dead and tw elve were 
wounded. 
It is feared th at tbe rem ain d er 
were severely punished, if uot hanged.

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WHO IS RUNNING

There is a Scripture which says, “Take 
away the wicked from before the King, 
and his throne shall be established in 
righteousness.” 
This statement, an ex­ 
pression of the wisdom of ancient times, is 
equally wise to-day. 
It is the element of 
social and political life which is called 
into power by the election of a man to 
office which must he considered.

nalitv in the candidacy. 
Jo-day in California there are two can­ 
didates named for the office of Governor. 
Colonel H . H. M arkham heads the Re­ 
publican ticket, and his success is to be 
the trium ph of the progressive spirit of 
California. 
Rehind him stand the men 
who are making and have made the State 
Behind 
him 
stand 
the 
independent 
self-respecting. 
self-controlling 
people. 
The 
Democrats 
have 
nominated E. 
B. Pond, and behind him and with his 
success there is to come into domination 
and control of the State Government the 
most dangerous combination of venality 
th at has ever menaced the liberties of any 
people. 
Buckley and his cohorts of place 
hunters are to “stand before the King.” 
The issue is one of principle, not of per­ 
sonality. 
Mr. Pond is the exponent of mercantile 
conservatism in San Francisco. H e stands 
for the perpetuation of the traditions, the 
prices and the methods of 1849. 
Upon his 
nomination, his innate silurianism was 
conjoined and wedded with Buckley boss- 
ism. 
In his election to the office of Gov­ 
ernor the dangerous elements of political 
life in California are to trium ph; the un­ 
enterprising mercantile silurianism of San 
Francisco, the dry rot of unprogressive in­ 
ertia on the one hand, with the rapacious- 
.ness of the worst elements of political so­ 
ciety in California on the other. The per­ 
sonality of Markham is lost in the great 
elem ents of political life which come into 
trium ph with him. H is success means the 
trium ph of enterprise, energy and progress. 
Likewise the personality of Mr. Pond is 
lost in the fossilism and venality which 
will accompany him to power. 


THE 
DISPOSAL 
OF 
CITY 
GARBAGE. 


Garbage and refuse in this city are gath­ 
ered in carts and carried to the outskirts 
of tbe town, where the decaying mass is 
dumped upon excavated lots. 
Now and 
then a few loads of earth are put in to give 
some solidity to the filling. 
T hat this 
system of disposing of house refuse is about 
as dangerous to public health as could be 
devised will not be denied by any one at 
all 
familiar with even the elementary 
principles of sanitary science. 
W e ought to make a change, and that 
very soon. 
It should be forbidden to fill 
lots with filth material, and all garbage 
and refuse should be cremated. 
Crema­ 
tion of house refuse is undeniably the best 
m ethod of disposing of such refuse. 
The 
cost to householders and the city of gath­ 
ering and removing the refuse will not be 
m aterially, if at all, greater than now if 
crem ation is adopted. The furnaces for 
burning garbage arc not nearly so costly 
as mav be sup[>osed. 
But no m atter what 
the cost, they should be set up in prefer­ 
ence to dumping. 
The garbage gathered 
for cremation serves as about 80 per cent- 
o f its own fuel, and some classes of it are 
sufficiently combustible to need no extra 
fuel. 
The ash that is left is valuable as a 
fertilizer, and in other cities fully pays for 
the extra fuel and the attendants upon the 


furnace. 
W e have the Sanitarian for authority 
th at a plant of the latest pattern, capable 
o f cremating from 1/5 to 350 cubic yards 
in a day of ten hours, will call for a cylin­ 
der seven by twenty feet. 
These figures 
represent the extremes of dry garbage and 
wet night-soil. 
But this city does not 
cart out so much material as that daily, 
and hence a smaller furnace will answer 
th e purpose, if run the twenty-four hours 
of the day, and it can be continuously op­ 
erated at a much cheaper rale than if fired 
b u t half the day. The cost, then, of such 
a plant as is needed, with an iron stack 
seventy-five feet high, will be about $9,000, 
w ith $2 ,0 W for sheds and buildings. 
But 
- skilled nisa 
needed, and the cost of 


operating the kiln is certified to lie very 
low. 
W . C. Foster, w riting in the Sanitarian of 
a crematory of his invention, places fuel at 
$4 a ton, interest on cost of plant 6 per 
cent., and depreciation 20 per cent., and 
then finds th at to burn a cubic yard of 
very bad night soil costs twenty-five cents. 
To cremate ordinary house garbage and 
vegetable m atter will cost greatly less. 
By the cremation system all noxious 
gases from decaying m atter are elim inated 
from the sanitation of the city, so far as 
removable garbage is concerned. 
The soil 
is not poisoned, nor breeding holes for 
disease created, as under 
our present 
system. 
Cartage is reduced half the dis­ 
tance by cremation, and thus the capacity 
of the scavengers to remove filth is aug­ 
mented by nearly half. 
The one great 
gain in garbage cremation is cleanliness, 
of course. 
I t completely removes all dan­ 
ger of disease from decaying vegetable and 
animal m atter, and it disposes of filth by 
the most powerful and effective means 
known, fire. 
In all cities where cremation has taken 
the place of dumping, the new method has 
proved economical and so beneficial to 
public health and convenience, th at in no 
instance could the people be prevailed 
upon to return to the old system. 
If cre­ 
mation of garbage should be adopted here, 
it would not be long before earth closets 
would take the place of filth pits, and the 
night soil would be removed and cremated 
at frequent intervals. 
The result would 
be to elim inate a soil-contaminating ele­ 
ment from the economy of the city and 
place us, in case of assault by epidemic 
pest, in the very best possible condition for 
resistance and defiance. 
W ere we to pre­ 
sent the local statistics here of the present 
filth-disposal method, the public would be 
amazed and astounded at the magnitude of 
the evil of our present system. 
It ought 
not to be necessary, however, to go into 
such m atters in print. 
W e should use the 
money now expended in removing and 
dumping garbage in the most rational 
m anner known to sanitarians of the age, 
and that is, to effect the disposal of house 
and street filth by fire. 
Since so small a 
sum as $11,000 only is needed to put cre­ 
mation into operation, Sacramento should 
not hesitate to adopt it, and thus abandon 
a dangerous and filthy system of garbage 
disposal. 


T h e story that is telegraphed from 
Ham burg about the quarrel of Carver, the 
sharp-shooter, and Buffalo Bill, the show­ 
man, is very amusing. 
Ham burg is terri­ 
bly excited, we are told, and the citizens 
actually fear to go out upon the streets 
after dark, such is the terror with which 
the Indians and cowboys of the rival 
W ide W est shows have inspired the peace­ 
ful people of the city. 
It appears that 
Dr. Carver has been following Buffalo Bill 
about Europe with a rival show, and ac­ 
cording to all accounts a better one. 
In 
many cases the two American shows were 
billed for the same town on the same date. 
Ill feeling, charges and counter-charges, 
flaming “poster lies,” and all the usual 
bluster of the showmen’s rivalry, charac­ 
terized the competition. 
In Hamburg the 
tents of the two exhibitions are pitched 
side by side. 
Carver drew 30,000 people 
the first night, and Cody but 7,000. 
As a 
result, the two troupes have declared war 
against each other, and go howling about 
the city threatening to raise each other’s 
scalps and cut one another’s throats. 
But 
each of the proprietors knows very well 
that this fuss and froth will serve to ad­ 
vertise the concerns they run. 
The Euro­ 
peans do not appear to have thought of 
the rivalry in that connection, and seem 
to believe that the performers really mean 
to engage in a bloody fray. 
It is all very 
absurd; there is no fight in the cowboy 
when off of his heath; the W ide W est 
savages are as harmless as doves when in 
the streets of civilization. 
Both Carver 
and Cody are, of course, laughing in their 
sleeves at the alarm of the Hamburgers, 
and while their business rivalry is gen­ 
uine and they probably hate each other 
cordially, they do not propose to bring the 
authorities about their ears, and destroy 
their business prospects as a result. 
It is 
only a ludicrous example of an American 
device to raise the wind, and differs from 
others of like character with which we 
are familiar in this country, only by rea­ 
son of tbe activities being just now located 
in Europe. 
But it is embarrassing, even 
hum iliating, to think of the false impres­ 
sions concerning America and Americans 
that must be made upon the minds of 
Europeans by these W ild W est perform­ 
ances, and sham wrangles, and threats of 
blood, between rival saw-dust show m en^ 


M e c h a n i c a l skill and vigorous enter­ 
prise in California have achieved a nota­ 
ble trium ph in the performance of tbe 
new cruiser San Francisco on her trial 
trip. 
The Philadelphia, a vessel of the 
same class, was prior to this trial the fleet­ 
est of the navy and esteemed one of the 
fastest in the world. 
Certainly she was 
the swiftest war ship of her tonnage th at 
is afloat. 
Now, however, her mate, con­ 
structed in California and by California 
artisan», exceeds her speed and proves her­ 
self to lie capable of making even faster 
time. 
In this trium ph all Californians 
are justified in taking pride. 


T h e enemies of Mr. Coleman, who 
were at the same time friends of Mr. Pond, 
industriously declared in and about the 
San Jose Convention that Mr. Coleman 
was under disability in consequence of his 
religion. Mr.Coleman and his co-religion­ 
ists were thus notified by a Democratic 
nominating Convention th a t they were 
never to be trusted. 
Mr. Pond’s nomina­ 
tion is, therefore, a trium ph of religious 
bigotry.

“ CALIFORNIA ON W HEELS.” 


A n E xh ib ition V isited b y N early a M ill­ 
ion P eo p le. 
The 8tate Board of Trade has issued a 
pamphlet containing statistics in reference 
to the journey of “California on W heels.” 
From this tabulated statem ent it is seen 
that the traveling exhibit made its first 
stop, after leaving San Francisco, at San 
Jose, on Tuesday, December 3, 1889. Since 
then it has traveled 8,812 miles and has 
been visited by 836.450 people. 
By the 
time it goes over the rest of the projected 
route and reaches San Francisco again, it 
will have traveled 13,624 miles and been 
visited by over 1.000,000 people. 
The city that seemed to best appreciate 
the exhibition was St. Louis, Mo., where 
tbe cars stayed eight clays and were visited 
by 46,000 people. Denver comes next with 
39,500 in seven days, and New Orleans 
third with 28,500 people in four and a half 
days. Curious to say Chicago only fur­ 
nished 11,400 visitors, althongh the ex­ 
hibition remained there for seventeen 
days. 
The traveling show arrived in W ashing­ 
ton yesterday and has already been visited 
by great crowds. Morris, Lauck, Mathes, 
W hite and High are bnsy doing honors to 
a large crowd of W ashington notables. 
Secretary Rusk and other Cabinet officers 
will visit the car on Monday by special in­ 
vitation.

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ROAD TAXES. 


OVERSEER CHANCE HAS TROUBLE 
COLLECTING THEM; 
IN 


He Shoots at a Delinquent Farmer, and 
is Charged With an Attempt 
to Murder. 


A. S. Nevis, who lives out near Oak 
Park, came into the city yesterday and 
swore to a complaint in Justice Devine’s 
Court charging Silas Chance with the crime 
of assault with a deadly weapon with in­ 
tent to commit murder. A warrant for 
Chance’s arrest was placed in Constable 
Martin’s hands, and he arrested Chance 
and brought him before the Justice. 
The accused did not want the services of 
an attorney at that time, although Assist­ 
ant District Attorney Bruner was present 
to represent the people. 
Chance was placed under $1,000 bonds to 
appear this morning for examination. 
Chance is known as something of a 
talker, and he wanted the Court to listen 
to him while he related the circumstances 
which gave rise to the charge against him. 
Justice Devine succeeded, with some diffi­ 
culty, in impressing Mr. Chance with the 
fact that the Court was not then prepared 
to listen to any statement of that kind. 
Mr. Chance, however, found a more will­ 
ing listener in a Recobd Union reporter, 
when he got outside the Court-rosm, and 
said:“I acknowledge I shot at him (Nevis), 
and I shot to hit him, too. You see, I'm 
Road Overseer out there, and Nevis has 
not paid his road tax. 1 went to his place 
to-day And seized a cart belonging to him, 
and which 1 said he could redeem to-mor­ 
row, if he wanted to. The law gives me 
the right to do this. Nevis went into bis 
bouse and came out with a shotgun and 
demanded his cart. I had my pistol in 
my hand, and made up my mind that I 
wasn’t going to be prevented from doing 
my duty. When he came at me with his 
shotgun I took two shots at him.” 
Just then Constable Martin stepped up, 
and Chance went off with him to look for 
some one to go on his bond for his appear­ 
ance to-day. He said he had an antipathy 
to jails, and didn’t care about staying in 
one even for one night. He said he had 
heard that a warrant was out for his arrest, 
and that he was on his way to town to 
give himself up when he met the officer 
coming after him. 
Nevis could not be seen, and his side of 
{he story has not been heard.

HANDSOME QUARTERS. 
The Internal Revenue Office In the New- 
Rank Building. 
The Internal Revenue Office was lately 
removed from Eighth and K streets to the 
new and commodious quarters prepared 
for Collector Byington in the basement of 
the new California State Bank building at 
Fourth and J streets. This office is now, 
beyond a doubt, the best equipped of any 
branch of the Government service on this 
coast. It occupies nearly the entire lower 
floor of the large building and although 
there is a demand for considerable desk- 
room, there is sufficient unoccupied space 
to enable all the attaches to move about 
without the slightest inconvenience. 
On entering the office the visitor is con­ 
fronted with a line of counter nearly forty 
feet long, which is arranged like the cash­ 
ier’s counter in a bank. He transacts his 
business with the Collector and other offi­ 
cials through windows over the counter. 
Adjoining the office is a room fitted up 
with large pigson-holes and shelves, where 
supplies of tbe many kinds of blanks in 
use are kept. Another is employed as a 
storeroom. Herein are some fifty cases of 
books and records, kept for reference. 
A spacious fire and burglar-proof vault 
adjoins the office, something that it has not 
heretofore had in this city. In this vault 
are kept revenue stamps, sometimes 
amounting to $200,000 in value. The ceil­ 
ing of the vault is of heavy railroad iron, 
fitted and riveted together, making it ab­ 
solutely impossible for burglars to cut 
through. 
Then there is Collector Byington’s pri­ 
vate office, which is fitted up in handsome 
style. All the appointments of the office 
were arranged in accordance with the Col­ 
lector’s wishes, the bank company having 
everything done under his supervision and 
his personal satisfaction. Whatever was 
required in the way of furniture was pro­ 
vided without cost to the Government, and 
every article is of the best. 
There has not been one dollar of expense 
to the department in making the change 
from its former quarters, beyond the trifling 
expense for drayage for a few blocks. The 
rent paid is $100 per month, the same as 
heretofore, while there is no comparison 
between the present office and the old 
one.The Revenue Department is to be con­ 
gratulated on the fact that it has at least 
one office on the coast that is a credit to it. 


THAT SEA SERPENT. 
A Lake-D w eller W ho Has Seen Strange 
Signs, and Lost H it Chickens. 
Yesterday Matt Wormer came to the city 
from Pritchard's lake to purchase some 
supplies. He Is Keeper for theCanvasback 
Shooting Club, which leases the lake. He 
called to pay his respects to Major McKee, 
one of the club officers, and was asked 
what he knew about the alleged monster 
that has been disporting itself among the 
lakes and sheep ranches in that vicinity of 
late, as stated by J. R. Williams, of Pleas­ 
ant Grove, through the Recorii-Union.

EXPERIMENTS MADE YESTERDAY WITH 
THE FIRE SYSTEM. 


W hile These W ere in Progress the Peo­ 
ple Consumed and W asted Twelve 
Gallons Kach. 


Some interesting experiments were made 
yesterday with the fire-plng service of the 
city, at the request of P. W. Barton of San 
Francisco, Surveyor of the Pacific Insur­ 
ance Union, who is on a tonr of inspection 
of the fire departments of interior cities 
and towns. The experiments were made 
under the supervision of Chief Engineer 
O’Meara and First Assistant Guthrie. 
The first fire alarm was received at the 
Waterworks building at 6:03 p. m., from 
box 54. One minnte later there was a pres­ 
sure of forty pounds, forty-five pounds in 
three minutes, and fifty pounds in twenty- 
two minués. At 6:53 the “take-np” call 
was sounded. The pumps were in service 
fifty minntes, the Stevens pumping 250,400 
gallons, and the Holly 115,500 gallons, a 
total of 365,900 gallons. 
The pumps worked at a great disadvant­ 
age, owing to the progress of street sprink­ 
ling and irrigating. Citizens using garden 
hose did not shut off the water, knowing 
that there was no fire, and that the depart­ 
ment was engaged in experimenting. 
At the hydrant on Twenty-second street, 
between O and P, on a 4-inch main, tbe 
domestic pressure at 6:05 (two minutes 
after tbe alarm came in) was IS pounds. 
At 6:07 engine No. 3 arrived at tbe hydrant 
from Nineteenth aud L streets, 61 blocks, 
and at 6:11 started her pumps at IS pounds 
pressure. At 6:121 the fire pressure was 26 
pounds. 
Two lines of 21-inch hose, 300 feet each, 
were laid. The water was very muddy, 
and the streams were about 50 feet each. 
At the hydrant on Fifteenth street, be­ 
tween G and H, on a six-inch main, the 
domestic pressure at 5:55 p. m. was fifteen 
pounds. At 6:05 the fire pressure was 
thirty-five pounds; at 6:10 it was thirty- 
five pounds, and the same at 6:25. The 
same results were obtained on Fifteenth 
street, between F and G and at Nineteenth 
and L streets. 
At 6:30 o’clock eDgine No. 3 was changed 
to the hydrant on Twenty-first street, be­ 
tween P and Q. The pressure was thirty- 
five pounds on an eight-inch main before 
the engine started. Two 300-foot lines of 
21-incb hose were stretched, with 14-inch 
nozzles, and each threw a stream 100 feet 
in length. The water was mack clearer 
than at the Twenty-aecond-street hydrant. 
At 6:46 r. m. the “take-np” was so’unded, 
and at 6:43 the domestic pressure was down 
to 18 pounds. 
As the engines at tbe Water Works 
pumped 365,900 gallons of water, and lire- 
engine No. 3 was in actual pumping serv­ 
ice 15 minutes, a liberal allowance of 500 
gallons per minute, or 7,500 gallons in all, 
shows there was a wastage somewhere of 
the enormous quantity of 358,400 gallons of 
water. 
This means that stables, street sprinklers, 
lawn sprinkliDg, closets, and housekeepers 
succeeded in consuming (and wasting, 
largely,) water to the extent of 12 gallons 
per capita—in a population of 30,000—in a 
space of 50 minutes. 
The average daily consumption of water 
in this city during the year is 4,694,300 gal­ 
lons, or an average of 1561 gallons for each 
man, woman and child.

PO LITICAL, CONVENTIONS. 


S tate T ick ets N om inal,,! by the D iffer­ 
ent Parties. 
I ndianapolis. August 28th.—The I d- 
diana Democratic State Convention met to­ 
day, ex Governor Gray presiding. 
A plat­ 
form was adopted denouncing Dudley and 
f 
£1IJ£ “ at Harrison and Morton carried 
the State in 1888 by fraud. It says : ‘T he 
electoral vote of Indiana was obtained for 
H arrison and Morton byT the most iizcrant 
crimes against the ballot-box ever perpe­ 
trated in an American commonwealth. 
Xnese crimes were committeed under the 
direct auspices of W illiam Wade Dudley, 
then and now Treasurer of the National 
Republican Committee, and by the procure­ 
m ent and connivance ot Republican lead­ 
ers in this State and the nation. The Ad­ 
m inistration of Benjamin Harrison has 
m ade itself an accessory after the fact to 
those crimes by shielding criminals from 
punishm ent, and even by rewarding them 
for their knavery; and that the brazen pros­ 
titution of the machinery of the Federal 
Court for the District of Indim a by its 
Judge and attorney to the service and pro­ 
tection of the conspirators against suffrage, 
constitutes the most infamous chapter ;n 
the judicial annals of the republic. 
We 
denounce the tariff monopolists for their 
efforts to perpetuate themselves in power 
by measures inconsistent with free institu­ 
tions and contrary to good morals. We 
fiDd in the force-election bill, a bill creat­ 
ing rotten borough States, and in the Mc­ 
Kinley tariff bill, the open manifestation of 
a gigantic conspiracy o ’ the minority to op- 
nress the groaning people with additional 
urdens of taxation for private benefits. 
"W e denounce the stiver bill, so-called, re­ 
cently enacted, as an ignominious surren­ 
der to the money power. It perpetuates 
the demonetization of silver and a single 
gold standard; whereas, the interests of the 
people require the complete demonetiza­ 
tion of silver and its restoration to perfect 
equality with gold in our coinage 
We de­ 
m and the free and unrestrained coinage of 
silver upon the basis existing prior to 1873. 
W e are in favor, as we always have been, 
of a just and liberal pension system, and 
denounce the Repuolican partv tor making 
pledges to the veterans in 1888 which have 
not been redeemed, and even not intended 
to be redeemed, and we warn them against 
further attempts at deception from the 
same quarter. 
We r.joice at the evidence 
of an awakening of the farmers of the 
country to the necessity for organized 
efforts to better their own condition, and 
protect themselves «gainst nnjnst legisla­ 
tion and an oppressive Administration. 
W e demand legislation prohibiting aliens 
from acquiring lauds in America, and for 
the forfeiture of titles to 20.7-12,000 acres of 
our public lauds now held by them. We 
favor the election of United States Senators 
by the people. 
"O ur resolutions are as follows: We ap­ 
plaud the eight-hour law, the law to pre­ 
vent 
blacklisting, 
the law prohibiting 
‘piuck-me’ stores, laws for the protection 
of coal miners ami a law preventing the 
importation of Pinkerton detectives, and 
the repeal of tbe Republican intimidation 
law of 1881. as mauifestants of a steadfast 
friendship of the Democratic party to the 
workingmen. We point to these laws as evi­ 
dence that our friendship to American labur 
is not confined to word3alone. Wedenounce 
the employment of Pinkerton’s m m by 
tbe railroad corporations of New York in 
the pending contest with tbeir employes, 
and hold it to be the State and local officers’ 
duty everywhere to prevent such usurpa­ 
tion by capital of the police power of the 
State. 
We are in favor of arbitration as 
the only just and fair method of settling a 
labor controversy, and we demand ot tbe 
next Legislature the passage of a law creat­ 
ing a perm anent tribunal of arbitration for 
that purpose. 
We insist that labor has as 
good a right to organize for self-protect!on 
as capital, and that labor orgknizati ns 
should be placed on as jierfect equality be­ 
fore tbe law as organizations of capital, 
known as corporations ” 
On first ballot J. O. Henderson, editor of 
the Kokomo Dispatch, was nominated fur 
State Auditor. 
Claude Matthews, a farmer, was nomi­ 
nated on the secoud ballot for Secretary of 
State. 
Jam es Mitchell was chosen by acclama­ 
tion to succeed himself as Ju«tice of the 
Suprem e Court; Albert Call ot Indianap­ 
olis, Treasurer, A. Greensmith of North 
Veruon, Attorney-General: A. M. Sweeney 
of Dubois, Cierk of the Supreme Court. 
Adjourned. 


M IC H IG A N B R l'U B LIC A N S. 
D etroit, August 28th.—The Republican 
State Convention to-dav adopted resolu­ 
tions commending Harrison’s Administra­ 
tion and the course of Speaker Reed. The 
resolutions declared for a free ballot and a 
fair coant, but were silent on the force bill. 
The silver bill was indorsed and such re­

Powderly Answers Arthur. 
A lbany, 
August 
28th.—There is no 
change in the strike situation here. The 
Chief of Police of East Albany came near 
being killed last night by a Pinkerton man, 
who fired at him, thinking he was a striker. 
The bnllet jnst grazed his ear. 
Pinkerton claims that the freight trains 
have been stoned for the last lew nights as 
they passed through East Albany. He said 
two shots were fired at a irain passing 
through there at 12:30 o’clock this m orn­ 
ing. 
The Chief of Police, who was near by at 
the tim e'th e shots were tired, could find 
no trace of the miscreants. 
Pinkerton has informed the Chief of 
Police that if this work is not stopped there 
will be trouble and he will be held re­ 
sponsible.

At the strikers headquarters the situa­ 
tion to-day shows no material change. The 
strikers were jubilant wiien they learned 
that tbe State Board of Mediation and A r­ 
bitration had decided to investigate tbe 
causes which led to the strike. They say 
the investigation will Dot be finished at tbe 
earliest before Depew returns, and when 
the true facts of the case can be laid before 
him, and knowing the decided views De­ 
pew has heretofore expressed on the bene­ 
fits to be derived from arbitration, they ex­ 
pect a speedy settlement of the controversy 
after his return. 
POWDERLY COMMENTS ON ARTHUR’S LETTER. 
N ew Y ork, 
August 28th. — Powderly 
makes the following statement, comment­ 
ing on Chief A rthur’s letter: “The main 
question has not been touched upon by 
A rthur in anything I have seen yet. A 
simple expression from his lips in opposi­ 
tion to the taking of the places of firemen 
by firemen who are Brotherhood men 
would settle the matter, and that he had 
not done yet. 
Those who took the places 
of engineers on tbe ‘Q’ road had already 
abandoned us before they did that act of 
treachery. 
W hen they went West from 
Reading I warned the order and organized 
labor against them, and did it publicly. 
When Sargeat, for whom I have the great­ 
est re»pect, wired to me asking if these 
men represented me in any way. my an­ 
swer was: ‘They violate their obligations 
as Knights in doing as they represent. 
Pay no atiention to them. They represent 
no one but themselves, and their actions 
will not be sustained by the order of the 
Knights of Labor. 
Such men should be 
ostracized by all honest m en.’ ” 
THE CHICAGO STRIKE. 
Chicago. August 28th.—Representatives 
of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Associa­ 
tion held a meeting this morning with the 
Grievance Committees of Switchmen on all 
the roads running into Chicago. 
The meeting was called to devise means, 
if possible, to settle the difficulties threat­ 
ening tbe railroad traffic of this city. 
Before the meeting opened Grand Or­ 
ganizer H all said to a reporter: “The situ­ 
ation is just this: If any road attempts to 
compel its switchmen to handle freight 
from the stock-vards it will very speedily 
have a strike on its hands. In this way 
the matter will be brought to the attention 
of the association, which will m ake a fight 
of its own. In that way a general tie-up 
of all the roads may become a reality.” 
There is a prospect of a settlement be­ 
tween the Chicago and Alton and the 
strike committee.

Chicago, August 28th—A new enter­ 
prise, involving $1,000.000, has been en­ 
tered into by Nelson Morris, packer. The 
new scheme is the establishment of a 
slaughter and packing-house, ns well as 
stock yards, at the seaboard East and West. 
The Interstate Stock-yard Company is tbe 
name of the new organization. It has filed 
articles with the State Department of Tren­ 
ton, N. J., and has a capital of $1,000,000. 
The new company will at once begin build­ 
ing houses in New Jersey, where all the 
meats for foreign export across the Atlan­ 
tic will be slaughtered. Heretofore this 
trade has been supplied by Morris & Co., 
from Chicago, the cattle being slaughtered 
here and shipped in refrigerator-cars to the 
seaboard. It is known that the difficulties 
with the men employed at the stock yards 
here have bad a great deal to do with the 
contemplated establishing of the slaughter­ 
houses on the coast. 
In San Francisco, Morris will build 
slaughter-houses, canning establishments 
and stock yards. This will protect his 
Western export trade. These housse will 
reduce the loss by a strike at any one point 
to a minimum, and it is likely that 
Morris will build houses at other points on 
the coast. The object of the new depart­ 
ure is also to extend the dressed beef trade 
to fields not yet opened up. Oriental cap­ 
itals and the many islands on the Pacific 
Ocean have, heretofore, been strangers to 
the American dressed beef industry, and it 
is intended to introduce the dressed meats 
in that territory. The new venture does 
not nu-an that Morris will curtail his Chi­ 
cago business.

A Commercial I’aper Firm Forced to the 
W all. 
Boston, August 29th.—The news agency 
here says of the reported Holder, Lovell & 
Co. failure that tbe business of the bouse 
was largely in the sale of commercial 
paper. It annually handles from $40,000,­ 
000 to $00,000.000 of commercial paper, and 
is not a borrower upon its owd name or 
indorsed paper. Its outstanding liabilities 
are secured by commercial paper. During 
the past ten days it has been called upon 
and met $1,200.000 call loans on monev 
borrowed to advance on paper before the 
sales were made. 
Tbe success of the lirm induced outside 
ventures by Walter 
Potter, mostly in 
Texa9, in connection with Chicago and 
London parties, and his fortune is prob­ 
ably locked up. 
W alter Potter declines assistance. He 
says that if the people will pay their debts 
to him he will pay ail bis, but will not 
borrow to cerry bis mercantile associates. 
W alter Potter says no failures are lilcely 
to follow in consequence ot the Potter, 
Lfivell ¡fc Co. assignment. The banks will 
act liberally where money is absolutely 
needed by firm* that are solvent. 
The 
business amounted to $40,000,000 last year. 
Potter declines to state tbe amount of the 
liabilities, direct or indirect, before tbe 
assignee makes his report.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN TH E SENATE. 
Washington, August 28th.—In the Senate this 
morning the conference report on the railroad 
land forfeiture bill was presented and ordered 
printed. 
The tariff bill was then taken up. Aldrich 
gave notice of two amendments that he would 
offer to the bill, aud which were read for in­ 
formation. One amendment is the reciprocity 
amendment. The second is a proviso to the 
first paragraph, and it subjects fish to a duty of 
only one and one-half cents per pound when 
exported from, or the product of a country, 
whenever aud so long as American fishing ves­ 
sels shall be admitted into ail ports of such 
countries to purchase supplies, including bait, 
aud to land fish for shipment m bond to the 
United States without restraint. 
Consideration was resumed at the paragraph 
relating to rice, the amendments reported by 
the Finance Committee beiDg to reduce the 
duty on cleaned rice from two to one and a half 
cents per pound; on uucieaned rice from oue 
and a quarter to one cent per nound, aud on 
rice flour, rice meal and broken rice from a half 
to a quarter cent per pound. 
Finally tne para­ 
graph was amended by making the duty on 
cleaned rice two cents per pound; on uncleaned 
rice one and a quarter C eD ts; on paddy three- 
quarters of a cent, and on rice fiour, rice meal 
and broken rice a quarter of a cent per pound, 
this being a modification of the committee’s 
amendment. 
No amendments were offered to the para­ 
graphs relating to rye, rice Hour, wheat, wheat 
flour, butter, cheese aud fresh milk. 
Carlisle moved to strike out of the paragraph 
relating to condensed milk the words, "sugar of 
milk, 8 cents per pound.” Rejected. 
The committee amendment to strike out the 
proviso for a drawback on sugar was agreed to. 
At this point paragraph 135 (which was pass d 
over in its regular order) was takeu up. It re­ 
lates to railway bars, and the committee amend­ 
ment, which reduces the rate from 6-10 to 5-10 
cent per pound, was agreed to. 
The paragraph relating to shotguns, which 
was also passed over without action, was taken 
up, the question beiug on the amendment of the 
Finance Committee to substitute for the ad va­ 
lorem rate of 35 per cent, in the House bill, 
specific duties according to values, with '¡ó per 
cent ad valorem in addition. The committee 
amendment was modified by reducing the duty 
on first-class shoteuns, valued at not more than 
ICO, from 82 to 81 50. Agreed to. 
in the regular course the bili was resumed at 
the heading "farm and field products." 
Plumb moved an increase of dutv on castor 
beans or seeds from 32 to 50 cents per bushel. 
Agreed to. 
The committee amendment to reduce the 
duty on flaxseed, linseed aud other oil seeds 
from thirty to twenty five cents per bushel was, 
on the suggestion of Aldrich, rejected. 
The paragraph relating to hops was passed 
over without action, Goirnan having proposed 
to reduce the duty on hops from fifteen to eight 
cents per pound. 
The next paragraph, to reduce the duty on 
garden seeds from forty to twenty per cent, ad 
valorem, was agreed to. 
The substitute reported from the Finance 
Committee to the paragraph relating to the duty 
on tin cans containing shell fish was, at the 
suggestion of Aldrich, disagreed to, leaving the 
paragraph just as it came from the House. 
The substitute of the Finance Committee for 
the paragraph as to oranges, lemons and limes 
was agreed to. Party lines were entirely disre­ 
garded in the vote, many Republican Senators 
voting against the committee amendments and 
many Democrats for it. 
In the paragraph relating to the extract of 
meat, the clause that the dutible weizbt shall 
include the extract and tins or jars Was, on 
motion ot Carlisle, struck out. 
The committee amendment adding degras at 
one cput per pound was, at the suggestion of 
Aldrich, rejected and an additional paragraph 
inserted putting a duty of half a cent per pound 
on wool grease and degras 
Paragraphs Were amended (on report of the 
committee) by reducing the duty on chocolate 
and prepared cocoa from three to two cents per 
pound. 
In the paragraph relating to salt the Finance 
Committee recommended striking out the pro­ 
viso for rebate. McPherson moved to strikeout 
tbe whole paragraph taxing salt at 12 cents per 
100 pounds in packages, ana eight cents in bulk 
so as to leave salt on the free list. The vote on 
McPherson's motion was—yeas 13, nays 22. No 
quorum. 
The bill was laid aside, hetwtcn ten and 
eleven pages being disposed of to-day. 
The House lard bill was presented to the Sen­ 
ate and referred to the Committee on Agri­ 
culture. 
Adjourned. 
IN TH E HOUSE. 
Washington, August 28th.-The House this 
morning finally sustained Reed’s decision that 
the lard bill was unfinished business, aud it was 
passed by a vote of 126 to 31. 
Richardson of Tennessee called attention to 
the scene in the House yesterday, and sug­ 
gested that the gentlemen engaged in the alter­ 
cation should be allowed an opportunity to ex- 
E 
laiu their conduct. The suggestion was not 
eeded. Finaiiy the personal questions and 
explanations ol privilege t eing disposed of for 
the present the House proceeded to business, 
and in the morning hour resumed considera­ 
tion of the bill for the adjustment of claims of 
laborers under the eight-hour law. The morn­ 
ing h'-ur soon expired and the bill went over. 
The House then, under special orders, pro­ 
ceeded to the consideration of the bill called 
up under the special order by Connell of Ne­ 
braska, constituting eight hours as a day’s 
work for all laborers, workmen and mechanics 
employed by or on behalf <4 the Government 
or by contractors doing work or furnishing ma­ 
terial for the Government and providing penal­ 
ties lor violations of its provisions. 
f’ulcheon moved to*strike out the clause 
which provided that no contractor shall permit 
any laborer to work more than eight hours. 
Agreed to. 
On motion of McComas, an amendment wast 
adopted striking out the clause requiring con­ 
tracts for furnishing material to the Govern- 
inent on a basis of the eight-hour law. The bill 
was then passed. 
A conference report on the bill for the relief 
of tbe sufferers In Oklahoma was submitted and 
agreed to.
